RUSSIA PLEDGES TO AID TRUCE 


Splitting Atoms Running Submarine 
Power Plant In Dried-Up Idaho Plain 


IDAHO FALLS Ut)—Lo o k, pard­ 
ner, that’s a submarine o ut o n 
the sagebrush plain! Well, any ­ 
way , part o f o ne. 
Yo u nev er ex pected to see a 
submarine o ut here where it s so 
dry ev en the riv ers get lo st in 
the gro und? No ? Well, neither 
did y o u ev er see o ne that runs by 
splitting ato ms, 
w 
Built into a .sectio n duplicating 
identically that o f a real submar­ 
ine hull is what the Ato mic En­ 
ergy Co mmissio n calls a “ ther­ 
mal reacto r” and tho steam tur­ 
bine sy stem which makes up a 
co mplete 
ex perimental 
po wer 
plant. 
The po wer plant no w' is in o p­ 
eratio n, its ato m-fissio ning chain 
reactio n pro ducing heat in the 
“ furnace” to make steam fo r the 
_ turbine. 


The plant is no w o perating at 
reduced po wer which 
is 
being 
built up gradually to ev entual 
full-heat o utput. This first, land­ 
lo cked nuclear engine will be the 
pattern fo r an actual seago ing 
mo del to go into the N av y ’s sub­ 
marine 
Nautilus, 
the 
hull 
o f 
which is being built at Gro to n, 
Co nn. 
The submarine thermal reacto r 
is o nly o ne o f the wo nders scien­ 
tists hav e bro ught to the cluster 
o f gray co ncrete buildings scat­ 
tered o v er so me o f the 440.000 
acres o f the 
Natio nal 
Reacto r 
Testing Statio n 40 
miles 
fro m 
here. 
The AEC o perates the statio n 
to study and dev elo p metho ds fo r 
pro ducing po wer fro m 
nuclear 
fissio n. 
They put to test the theo ries 


and blueprints and scale mo dels 
which nuclear phy sicists and en­ 
gineers dream up in labo rato r­ 
ies. And they g et to ugh assign­ 
ments. 
There is the task o f dev ising a 
machine to pro duce mo re mater­ 
ial than it uses—a real 
lifting- 
y o urself-by -the - bo o tstraps o per­ 
atio n. The scientists hav e labeled 
this the “ ex perimental 
breeder 
reacto r.” 
The basic theo ry is that a re­ 
acto r can pro duce mo re fissio n­ 
able material than it co nsumes. 
So far, ev ery thing hasn't wo rked 
o ut that w-ay because with mater­ 
ials and pro cesses no w av ailable 
abso lute efficiency isn’t attained. 
The scientists also are scrutin­ 
izing the metals used in reacto rs, 
alo ng with o ther materials and 
fuels used in nuclear fissio n. So 


they hav e built the “ materials 
testing reacto r.” 
With it the phy sicists are pro v ­ 
ing o r dispro v ing, by test, the 
theo ries wo rked o ut in labo rato r­ 
ies. 


The bo mbardment o f neutro ns 
pro duced here is mo re po werful 
than any thing ex cept the intense 
radiatio n pro duced at the instant 
o f an ato mic bo mb ex plo sio n. 
Into the lead shielding are cut 
abo ut IOO o penings thro ugh which 
metals and co mpo nents fo r nuc­ 
lear po wer plants can be pushed 
into the heart o f the reacto r. Here 
the 
piping, 
the 
co o lants, 
the 
shields planned fo r ato mic en­ 
gines can be tested to see ho w 
much they create co ntaminatio n 
pro blems and reduce efficiency .

From time to tim e people 
have been found dead in parked 
cars because the exhaust fumes 
leaked Into the car.

RUSSIA PLEDGES TO AID TRUCE 


Splitting Atoms Running Submarine 
Power Plant In Dried-Up Idaho Plain 


IDAHO FALLS (A1—Look, pard­ 
ner, that’s a submarine out on 
the sagebrush plain! Well, any­ 
way, part of one. 
You never expected to see a 
submarine out here where it’s so 
dry even the rivers get lost in 
the ground? No? Well, neither 
did you ever see one that runs by 
splitting atoms. 
^ 
Built into a section duplicating 
identically that of a real submar­ 
ine hull is what the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission calls a “ther­ 
mal reactor” and the steam tur­ 
bine system which makes up a 
complete 
experimental 
power 
plant. 
The power plant now is in op­ 
eration, its atom-fissioning chain 
reaction producing heat in the 
“ furnace” to make steam for the 
turbine. 


The plant is now- operating at 
reduced power which is being 
built up gradually to eventual 
full heat output. This first, land­ 
locked nuclear engine will be the 
pattern for an actual seagoing 
model to go into the Navy’s sub­ 
marine 
Nautilus, 
the 
hull 
of 
which is being built at Groton, 
Conn. 
The submarine thermal reactor 
is only one of the wonders scien­ 
tists have brought to the cluster 
of gray concrete buildings scat­ 
tered over some of the 440,000 
acres of the National 
Reactor 
Testing Station 40 
miles 
from 
here. 
The AEC operates the station 
to study and develop methods for 
producing power from nuclear 
fission. 
They put to test the theories 


and blueprints and scale models 
which nuclear physicists and en­ 
gineers dream up in laborator­ 
ies. And they get tough assign­ 
ments. 
There is the task of devising a 
machine to produce more mater­ 
ial than it uses—a real lifting- 
yourselfby-the - bootstraps oper­ 
ation. The scientists have labeled 
this the “experimental breeder 
reactor.” 
The basic theory Is that a re­ 
actor can produce more fission­ 
able material than it consumes. 
So far, everything hasn't worked 
out that way because with m ater­ 
ials and processes now available 
absolute efficiency isn’t attained. 
The scientists also are scrutin­ 
izing the metals used in reactors, 
along with other materials and 
fuels used in nuclear fission. So 


they ha\e built the “ materials 
testing reactor.” 
With it the physicists are prov­ 
ing or disproving, by test, the 
theories worked out in laborator­ 
ies. 
The bombardment of neutrons 
produced here is more powerful 
than anything except the intense 
radiation produced al the instant 
of an atomic bomb explosion. 
Into the lead shielding are cut 
about IOO openings through w hich 
metals and components for nuc­ 
lear power plants csn be pushed 
into the heart of the reactor. Hers 
the piping, 
the 
coolants, 
the 
shields planned for atomic en­ 
gines can be tested to see how 
much they create contamination 
problems and reduce efficiency.

On Good Friday, the fervor of 
the penitent ones builds to its cli­ 
max as they make the Via Cruces. 
Praying, singing, sometimes crawl­ 
ing on their knees on rocky paths, 
they will make their way past the 
14 Stations of the Cross to hilltop 
Calvaries where stand three cross­ 
es. There they will commemorate 
Christ’s agonies and death. 
The moradas, on the 
night of 
Good Friday, will echo with earth- 
tamping sounds—parts of the sym­ 
bolism in the ceremony commem­ 
orating the placing of Jesus* body 
in the tomb. 
Penitente leaders, disturbed over 
what they called the many lurid 
and exaggerated accounts of the 
rites, say physical excesses, such 
as severe whipping, 110 longer are 
permitted. Penitente groups now 


j are recognized by the Roman Cath­ 
olic church as a lay sect.

w hen the shooting ends. Haggling 
over peace term s m ay m ake the 
22 months of haggling over truce 


term s look mild. 
An arm istice is not peace, even 
though men stop dying when the 
shooting stops, It s a tem p o rary 
cease fire, supposedly until a final 


peace settlement can be worked 


out. 
R epresentatives of the t oited N a­ 
tions and the Com m unists agreed 
long ago they'd begin discussions 
about a perm anent peace within 
three m onths after the arm istice 
went into effect, if they could ever 
agree on an arm istice. 
When an arm istice begins the 
U. N. troops and the Chinese Com ­ 
munists would not suddenly turn 
and walk out of Korea, Each side 
would withdraw one mile from the 
fighting front, leaving a d em ilitar­ 
ized zone of two miles between 
them. 
And 
there, 
presum ably, 
they 
would stay until pence was agreed 
upon. N either could clear out be­ 
fore then for fear the other would 
Middenlv resu m e the attack. How 
long would that go on? It s an y ­ 
one's guess. 
The U. N. probably would con­ 
tinue training South K oreans, ev e n ­ 
tually letting them take over the 
forward 
positions. 
O ther 
U. 
N. 
troops could then withdraw to sup­ 
porting positions in the re a r, just 
in case 
Both sides also agreed long ago 
that with the coming of an arm is­ 
tice neither could th e re afte r bring 
in 
m ore troops or build up its 
arm a m en t, 
although coch 
could 
rotate its troops and replace b e a t­ 
up equipm ent 
If the U. N. found the C om m u­ 
nists 
cheating 
and 
building 
up 
strength for a new attac k , a«ain 
it s anyone’s guess what the U. N. 
would do. It could hardly sit still. 
But the problem s of a final peace 
settlem ent arc g reater than those 
which bogged down the arm istice- 
talkcrs for alm ost two years. H ere 
are som e exam ples: 
Should Korea be left divided into 
two by the 38lii 
P arallel, as it 
w as before the North K oreans a t­ 
tacked the South K oreans in June, 
1950? 
The 
Chinese 
C om m unists 
and 
their North 
K orean 
allies could 
hardly settle for anything else. To 
do otherw ise would be to accept 
at the peace conference a defeat 
which the U. N. h ad n ’t been able 
to inflict on the battlefield. 
But would the U. N. and Chi­ 
nese' 
troops 
have 
to 
withdraw 
from K orean soil, once peace was 
signd? 
The 
Chinche 
might 
w el­ 
com e that idea. They could with­ 
draw just across the border and 
be ready to pour in suddenly at 
any future tim e. W ithdrawal for 
the U. N. would mean clearing 
out to Ja p an , at least. 
If the U. N. and the Chinese 
w ithdrew , would the North 
Ko­ 
reans and South Koreans be dis­ 
arm ed ? 
If 
they 
w eren ’t, 
they 
might start w ar on one another 
again and the whole thing would 
.start over. 
The U. S. withdrew- its troops in 
1949 from South Korea 
and the 
North K oreans attacked in 1950. 
But neither North nor South Ko­ 
rea is likely to agree to being dis­ 
arm ed. And if the U. N. withdrew 
from South Korea, what assurances 
would it have that the Chinese or 
Russians 
wouldn’t 
secretly build 
up the North Koreans for a new 
sudden attack ** 
Meanwhile,

States, 
which has paid out so much in 
lives and money to protect South 
Korea, would hardly agree to with- 
d iaw and not rearm the South Ko­ 
reans well enough to stand oft a 
new attack until help cam e.

Bosses Have More Worries, 
. Fewer Collapses Than Aides 


Expert Says Many Women 
'Dopes' On Home Decoration 


ST. LOUIS 
—Rosses in indus­ 
try have more “ take-home wor­ 
ries” than do workers, yet there 
are 
fewer 
nervous 
breakdowns 
among them, a Michigan expert 
on industrial hygiene said today. 
“ Management people are under 
more emotional stress than work­ 
ers because of their greater re­ 
sponsibilities 
in 
connection 
with 
the plant’s work.” said Dr. C. D. 
Selby of the University of Michi­ 
gan, “ but they have more ability 
to stand up against it. And that’s 
one reason why they arc in the 
management group.” 
He said in an interview at the 
annual meeting of the American 
Academy of General Practice that 
bosses actually have a higher rate 
of emotion-linked stomach ulcers 
than workers do, and he explained 
the apparent paradox this way: 
“Such 
ulcers result 
from 
the 
working of the subconscious mind 
over which a man has no control. 
Thus the management group, be­ 
ing under a greater over-all strain, 
may get more peptic ulcers than 
workers. On the other hand, people 
in this group are better able to 
control 
emotions 
they 
are 
con­ 
scious of, and hence have fewer 
nervous breakdowns.” 
In an earlier talk to the acade­ 
my, Dr. Selby, formerly a medical 
consultant for the General Motors 
Corp., put it this way: 
“ It is suspected that they (the 
bosses 
and 
supervisors) become 
immune to the effects of problems 
over which they have little, or no 
control, or in the solution of which 
they have done the best they were 
able to 
do 
under 
the 
circum- 
l stances.” 
While his talk 
was concerned 
with industrial people. Dr. Selby 
said 
he felt the same situation 
would hold true for top rankers, 
and those they supervised, in busi­ 
ness, the professions and states­ 
manship. 
He made the remarks in saying 
that certain human ailments such 
as nervous breakdowns, peptic ul­ 
cers, high blood pressure, heart 
1 disease and even alcoholism could 
be regarded as “quasi-occupation- 
a1 diseases” in that one s job can 
som etim es contribute to causing 
such ills. 
In his formal talk and the later 
interview, Selby offered these fur­ 
ther points: 
I. Among industrial workers in 
general, more men than women 
get worry-linked 
ulcers, but 
the 
I nervous breakdown rate is “ far 
greater 
a m o n g 
females 
than 
m ales—and for some unknown rea­ 
son reaches its peak in June, July 
and August. 
The doctor said the “ seasonal” 
factor about the female breakdown 


might be linked with the hustle 
and bustle of getting the family 
ready for vacation after a year in 
which these women have been un­ 
der a strain trying to run a home 
while working, arranging for peo­ 
ple to mind the children while they 
them selves were working, and so 
forth.”

R E A D Y B U T NO T Q U IT E 
CHARLES WILSON, Secretary of De-1 
lense, has just given a comprehensive and 
forthright appraisal of the nation's military 
situation which, in the main, is hopeful but 
at the same time contains words of warn­ 
ing which should be heeded. 
The post of Secretary of Defense has 
been held by several men since its estab­ 
lishment, but Wilson is the first to view the 
situation in a comprehensive manner and j 
look at it from all angles. 
Wilson admits his establishment is not 
fully ready at this time to defend the coun­ 
try. He wishes the nation were better pre­ 
pared, but he does not mean to imply that 
it is in a hopeless state. There is no need to 
worry about being blown off the map to­ 
morrow, he says reassuringly. 
There is little doubt that, because of Wil­ 
son’s recognized ability as an organizer, 
military strength will be better coordinat­ 
ed and put in balance. If men are being 
trained faster than they can be equipped, 
there will be a curtailment of training until 
the two departments are in balance. 
This happy result is to be achieved with­ 
out increasing the defense budget. A m m u-1 
nition supplies in Korea are held to be ade­ 
quate by Wilson, and training of Korean 
troops is'continuing without letup. 
The whole defense s y s t e m is being 
studied with a view to reorganization. How 
much progress is made, and which direc- j 
tion it will take, will depend at least partly 
on Moscow’s moves in the weeks ahead. 


WHAT AKE THE FACTS? 
ONE OF THE CONFUSIONS of the hour 
in the average mind relates to production 
in Russia. Lord Ismah, Briton who heads 
the West Europe Alliance, says the Allies 
must step up production because that of ; 
Russia is about to outstrip that of F r e e 
in Russia. Lord Ismay, Briton who heads 
Europe. 
Currently, there is concern about the size 
of the Russian air force. Some estimates 
are that within two years the Russians will 
have air dominance over the United States. 
That would be a tragic eventuation.

These Days 


When Dr. Harry D. Gidense, president 
of Brooklyn College, appeared before the 
Jenner Committee, he was what is called 
a friendly witness; that is. he sought to give 
the committee the benefit of 14 years of ex­ 
perience at this college. 
Dr. Gideonse heads a large college, paid 
for by the taxpayers and governed by a 
Board of Higher Education of the City of 
New York. He also plays an important role 
in public affairs in this city on what is gen­ 
erally referred to as on the liberal side. His 
testimony is among the most important 
that has yet been given before any of the 
Congressional committees presently inves­ 
tigating subversive activities in this coun­ 
try. It received inadequate notice. 
Dr. Gideonse has fought the corruption of 
his students, since he took office, with rare 
courage and has won singular victories. 
But he has not had an easy time of it. 
There are always legal obstacles of which 
the subversives take every advantage. 
For instance, Dr. Gideonse issued an in­ 
teresting statement on the dismissal of 
teachers who refuse to testify before Con­ 
gressional committees. In this statement, 
he said: 
“These cases do not involve issues of ac­ 
ademic freedom or freedom of thought. 
Twelve years ago (two) men swore in the 
Rapp-Coudert hearings that they were not 
members of the Communist Party. 
“ If they had now admitted that t h e y 
were members of the Party, they would 
have raised a basic issue about their testi­ 
mony before the Rapp-Coudert Committee. 
If they had repeated their previous testi­ 
mony, they could foresee that testimony 
now available to the Senate subcommittee 
would make charges of perjury unavoid­ 
able. They therefore chose to appeal to the 
Fifth Amendment with a smoke-screen of 
language designed to make their action ap­ 
pear as a defense of freedom and democ­ 
racy rather than a carefully p l a n n e d 
avoidance of perjury charges. 
“These are not issues of freedom or of 
legal technicalities. Wholly apart from the 
provisions of the City Charter and from the 
flagrant disregard of the Board’s specific 
instructions to cooperate with the legisla­ 
tive committee, this is clearly a matter of 
unprofessional conduct or, in the language 
of the governing statute, of ‘conduct unbe­ 
coming a teacher.’. . .” 
This seems to me to be a fair statement 
of the case. Yet, Dr. Gideonse also had 
this to say after he was asked if he would 
read the whole of this statement, of which 
the above is an excerpt, into the record: 
“ I would love to do so, but I want to tell 
you before I read it that I had the typical 
New' York State difficulties with this state­ 
ment. I was even told by one of the press 
services, after they had had it read to 
them, that in their judgment, under some 
legal decisions in New York, this was a 
statement that would expose the p r e s s 
service to financial damages, and so forth. 
That is why they didn’t run it. That gives 
you a picture. .

Carbon Monoxide Gas Danger 


•y MERMAN N. IUMDESIN, M.D. 
CARBON monoxide poisoning Is 
becoming a greater hazard In this 
automobile age. Many accidental 
deaths are reported every year 
due to this treacherous type of 
poisoning. 
Carbon monoxide gas is always 
present In the exhaust (rom auto­ 
mobile engines; therefore, a car 
should never be run in a closed 
g arag e. L arge garag es, re p a ir 
shops and the closed buildings 
where gasoline engines are run, 
should have efficient m echanical 
ventilation systems to carry poi­ 
sonous fumes outside. 
Exhaust Fumes 
It Is also dangerous to stay In a 
parked car with the engine ru n ­ 
ning, as is often done on cold 
days. From tim e to time people 
have been found dead In parked 
cars because the exhaust fumes 
leaked into the car. Carbon m on­ 
oxide poisoning may also 
be 
caused by faulty heating equip­ 
m ent. Ill-fitting pipes, clogged 
chimneys or im proper dam pers 
th a t perm it escape of the carbon 
monoxide fumes are all threats to 
life. 
All gas water heaters should be 
vented to the outside, and safety 
devices provided for the auto­ 
m atic type of healers so the gas 


supply is autom atically turned off 
when the pilot light Is out. 
If carbon monoxide poisoning 
does occur, the person usually 
sinks into a deep sleep or coma. 
The skin turns a cherry red. The 
victim suffers from a lack of 
oxygen, even though his blood 
and heart system is working ade­ 
quately. This Is because the car­ 
bon monoxide combines with the 
hemoglobin of the blood, a pig­ 
m ent th a t carries oxygen, making 
It impossible for the blood to 
carry necessary oxygen to the tis­ 
sues and cella of the body. 
Any person overcome with car­ 
bon monoxide should be immedi­ 
ately placed In the fresh air. A rti­ 
ficial respiration or the use of a 
respirator Is sometimes of great 
help in reviving a victim. If he is 
very severely 111, blood tran s­ 
fusions may be required. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. ML: W hat is the cause of colic 
In Infants? 
Answer: Colic may be caused by 
exposure to cold air, or the eating 
of cold food. If a child Is sensitive 
to certain foods, he may also have 
colic. Some children swallow an 
excessive am ount of air, are over­ 
fed or are given excessive am ounts 
of starches, any of which may 
also cause colic.

Ike can make no definitive plans 
in the domestic or foreign field 
without more information on the 
new Russian enigma. 
Bohlen’s task will be to ascer­ 
tain whether Malenkov’s recent

were sincere, or whether they 
were delivered only

consumption in a shaky, restless, 
post-Stalin empire. 
Even the latter discovery, and 
the Russian-speaking American

Fear Of Cancer Said Best 
Ally Of Dreaded Disease 


By A. M. SUTHERLAND, M. D.

Few diseases are as dreaded as 
cancer, but like Bernard Shaw’s 
“ Devil,” its reputation is worse 
than its deserves. 
For the large part, cancer can 
be managed. The unreasoning fear 
we see stems from lack of infor­ 
mation. 
Cancer has no better ally than 
unreasoning fear. We know how 
an enemy attempts to demoralize 
—and 
we 
know 
demoralization 
spells defeat. 
It is disastrous to be demoral 
ized by fear of cancer. F ear can 
prevent our taking sensible steps 
to get rid of the threat, and del ny 
our seeking medical help. It can 
prevent those who have been cured 
from enjoying the rest of their 
lives. Reasoning fear of a threat 
ening situation is helpful, but panic * 
demoralizes and hinders. 
The public does not generally re ­ 
alize the marvelous extension of 
cancer treatm ent in the last few 
years. 
The cure rate has risen in some 
forms to 80 or 90 per cent. 
New 
developments 
in 
X rays, 
hormones, chemicals and atomic 
energy have been turned against 
cancer. Only a few' persons re ­ 
alize that today some cancer cells 
can be given a disease which d a m ­ 
ages them but docs not harm the 
patient. Very few outside the medi­ 
cal profession are aware of the 
extraordinary 
advances 
surgery 
has made. 
If the intelligent layman could 
see what is being done and the 
promise research holds for the fu­ 
ture, fear 
of 
cancer 
would 
be 
brought down to realistic, sensible 
proportions. 
We often are asked: “ Does can­ 
cer education and the American 
Cancer Society campaign develop 
an unhealthy fear?” If only the 
dangers and none of the means to 
fight the threat were stressed, the 
answer would be “ Yes ’. 
But by stressing the dangers and 
what can be done about them, can­ 
cer education stimulates a realistic, 
useful fear which prompts prudent 
people to take reasonable precau­ 
tions. 
We fear the atom bomb. Our 
civilian defense teaches us to fear 
it so that we can take sensible 
action and prevent demoralization. 
If more people had reasonable 
fear of accidents the number of 
traffic fatalities would drop sharp­ 
ly. Reckless driving stems from 
the absence of a prudent, useful 
fear. Such fear is merely recog­ 
nition of the fact that something

Circleville, for a lease on a room 
in his home. The room was Pick­ 
away County's first jail and the 
rent was 540 a >ear. 
The commissioners and Nevill 
apparently found the arrangem ent 
very satisfactory, because—on the 
following Ju neS - the county rented 
a whole dwelling from Nevill to be 
used as the first courthouse. 
An­ 
nual rent was set at $60. and his - 1 
torical records give no indication 
that the commissioners objected to 
that figure. 
In fact, there seems to be reliable 
evidence that business in the court­ 
house was so steady it exceeded 
the capacity of the one-room jail.

A 
contract was completed with 
An­ 
drew Briner of Washington Town­ 
ship. calling for construction of a 
jail in the southeast corner of the 
G reater Circle in the town of Cir­ 
cleville. 
The job was to take four weeks 
from the date of the contract sign­ 
ing, and the jafl—16 by 22 feet— 
was to be of logs. If things went 
along as they planned, Briner was 
paid $45 for his work. 
By March of the following year, 
the county commissioners 
were 
looking around again for another 
courthouse. They rented the upper 
portion of a dwelling owned by J a ­ 
cob Zoaget Jr., located in Circle­ 
ville. It will be noted that the com­ 
missioners cut 
expenses by this 
change. Annual rent on the 
courthouse was only $40—520

On June 15, 1821, it is recorded a 
final settlement 
was 
made 
with 
John Bently, respecting the build­ 
ing and completing of the 
new 
county jail in the town of Circle­ 
ville. This stood on what is now* lot 
No. 442 on Franklin St., and was 
occupied until the completion of the 
jail 
beneath 
the 
present court­ 
house, when It was torn down. 
The first building erected for the 
special use of Pickaway County as 
a courthouse stood in the street, at 
Hie crossing of east and west and 


THIS COURTHOUSE was con­ 
structed of brick, at any early day, 
and was torn down in about 1840. 
The building was octagonal in form 
and surmounted with a tower in the 
center. 
The present commodious court­ 
house (the Wilson Brothers History 
continues) was located on the cor­ 
ner of Court and Franklin streets 
and was begun in the 
year 
1845. 
Completion cam e two years later. 
The building cost, entire, about 
$45,000. N. B. Kelley of Columbus 
was the architect, and also super­ 
intendent of construction.
